BRITISH and Canadian troops of 
the Ist Canadian Army 
launched a new offensive yester- 
day at the Dutch end of the 
Western front.

The attack is in the area heavily 
bombed during Thursday. The 
whole front leaped into flame when 
massed Canadian artillery opened up 
at 430 am., after 700 heavy 
bombers had raided Goch and Cleve. 


_ The attack proper began at 10.30 
a.m. between the Maas and the 
Rhine. Forward troops have already 
reached the western outskirts of 
Reichwald. Fighting is going on in 
the outer defences of the Siegfried 
Line. 

In the first few hours the 
offensive gained up to two miles and 
captured several hundred prisoners. 

For. the last 24 hours the sky over 
the battle area has never seemed to 
be clear of planes.

HE Northern Minister of Educa- 

tion (Colonel Hall Thompson) 
told ts of the new Educa- 
tion Bill, in the Senate, yeste

If the Churches. took the new 
conscience clause as a basis for 
further discussion, he would be 
“willing to meet them, he said. All 

revious Acts would be scrapped; 
or 4 must start with a clean, 
new bill. “If the Attorney-General 
decides that he can certify the bill 
as not contravening the 1920 Act, 
all will be plain sailing,” said the 
Minister. 

“If he says—as he does at the 
moment—that he cannot certify it 
as it endows religion, then we shall 
read our bill a first time and take 
it to the Privy Council for their 
decision. If you insist on compul- 
sion on the teacher, you can change 
your Government, but you will not 
get any. person on the other side 
who has authority to say: * We agree 
with compulsion.’ ” 

When reference was made to the 
conscience clause, giving the teacher 
the right to take no part in collec- 
tive worship or_religious instruction, 
Professor Corkey said he did not 
think there was much dividing the 
opinion of the Churches and the 
Minister, but he would not like to 
express an opinion on the wording 
of the clause until he had had an 
opportunity of examining it. He 
asked if the local authorities would 
have power to make an agreement 
when appointing a teacher who was 
willing to give religious instruction 
that that teacher would actually give 
it, and the Minister replied: “ Yes, 
the local authorities can do any- 
thing when making an appointment, 
provided that it does not contra- 
wene Section 5 of the 1920 Act.” 


EIRE REFERENCE 


Mr. T. McAllister said that in 
Eire, where the Protestant popula- 
tion was only / per cent. of the 
people, every Protestant school was 
entitled to receive the same educa- 
tional advantages as the Roman 
Catholic schools. The Roman 
Catholics in Northern Ireland 
formed one-third of the popu- 
lation, and if so many people were 
deprived of the benefit of legisla- 
tion how could that legislation be a 
success? 

Colonel Hall Thompson said It 
was much easier to make special 
laws: for 7 per cent. of the popula- 
tion than for 334 per cent.

(THE universal opinion of large 
numbers of British tro in- 
terviewed by the recent T.U.C. de- 
legation to Greece was that, had 
they not been ordered into action 
against E.L.A.S., there would have 
been wholesale massacre in Athens, 
states the P.A.
